Restored  Red  Deer  house

On  Heritage  Day,  August  5,  1985,  the  Honourable 
Mary  LeMessurier  officiated  at  the  opening  of  the 
restored  Cronquist  House  in  Red  Deer,  as  the  province's 
fourth  multicultural  centre.  Built  in  1912  by  Swedish 
settler  Emmanuel  (Peterson)  Cronquist,  the  stately 
three-storey  brick  house  will  be  the  home  of  the  Folk 
Festival  Society  and  community  ethnic  groups  and 
will  contain  an  ethnic  resource  library  and  displays. 
Moved  from  its  original  site  overlooking  the  Red  Deer 
River  in  West  Park  on  March  27,  1979,  the  building 
was  towed  across  the  river  to  its  present  location  at 
Bower  Pond.  Restoration  and  associated  costs  totalled 
approximately  $140, 000.

Sternwheelers  re-enact 
a  historic  journey 


Numerous  activities  throughout  Al- 
berta and  Saskatchewan  this  year  are 
marking  the  centennial  of  the  Northwest 
Rebellion.  One  such  activity  was  co- 
ordinated by  Lethbridge's  Gait  Stern- 
wheelers Association  with  project 
funding  from  the  Foundation. 
,  Sternwheelers  had  been  used  for 
several  years  to  transport  coal  between 
Lethbridge  and  Medicine  Hat,  but  during 
,the  rebellion  they  were  pressed  into 
service  to  transport  men  and  arms  to 
Batoche.  The  Gait  Sternwheelers  As- 
sociation relived  that  historical  journey 
this  summer. 

Three  sternwheelers  left  Lethbridge 
late  in  June  for  what  promised  to  be  an 
eventful  trip. 

Conditions  were  difficult.  Low  water 
levels  forced  the  crews  to  push  their 
boats  through  much  of  the  first  leg.  It 
took  two  days  to  travel  the  50-mile  stretch 
between  Burdett  and  Medicine  Hat,  and 
already  two  of  the  sternwheelers  were 
badly  damaged.  One  sternwheeler  had 
to  return  home  for  extensive  repairs. 

The  other  two  boats  managed  to  carry 
on,  working  their  way  to  Eston  and 
Saskatchewan  Landing  where  strong 
winds  carried  the  Katherine  Stout  off- 
course  and  blew  her  ashore.  The  crew 
was  picked  up  and  driven  to  Elbow, 
where  they  were  met  by  a  third  stern- 
wheeler. The  next  day  they  back-tracked 


200  miles  to  retrieve  the  Katherine  Stout. 

The  rest  of  the  trip  to  Saskatoon  was 
uneventful,  although  low  waters  con- 
tinued to  be  a  problem. 

By  July  7th,  the  three  sternwheelers, 
the  Katherine  Stout,  the  Ruble  Queen, 
and  the  Stella  Maris  arrived  in  Saskatoon 
to  participate  in  Riel  Days.  During  a 
special  ceremony,  they  presented  a 
plaque  to  the  Mayor  of  Saskatoon  from 
the  Mayor  of  Lethbridge,  and  explained 
to  on-lookers  the  historical  significance 
of  the  trip  they  had  re-enacted. 

On  July  19,  the  three  sternwheelers 
completed  the  last  leg  of  the  journey  to 
Batoche  without  incident.  Once  in 
Batoche,  the  crews  enjoyed  the  festivities: 
jigging,  square  dancing,  and  fiddling 
contests.  Again  they  had  the  opportunity 
to  explain  their  journey. 

As  they  look  back  now,  they  find  that 
even  more  memorable  than  the  problems 
they  experienced,  were  the  people  they 
met  and  the  warm  reception  they  enjoyed 
from  all  the  farm  communities  along 
the  way. 

"After  days  of  frustration,  mayhem, 
tranquility,  serenity,  hard  work,  enjoy- 
ment, laughs,  shaking  hands,  promoting, 
explaining,  conversation,  cruising  and 
hot  dry  weather,  we  survived  and  com- 
pleted what  we  set  out  to  do."

Athabasca 
United  Church 
restoration 

With  grant  assistance  from  the 
Alberta  Historical  Resources  Foun- 
dation, Athabasca  United  Church  is 
presently  undergoing  major  restora- 
tion and  renovation. 

Built  in  1912,  it  is  believed  to  be  the 
oldest  frame  building  still  in  daily 
use  in  northern  Alberta.  The  church 
is  closely  associated  with  the  northern 
extension  of  the  Methodist  Church 
and  development  of  Athabasca  as  a 
northern  centre  prior  to  World  War 
I.  In  comparison  to  those  in  similar 
Alberta  urban  centres  of  that  period, 
the  size  and  architectural  style  of  the 
building  is  impressive. 

The  architect  was  Ernest  W.  More- 
house from  Edmonton,  who  was 
associated  with  the  development  of 
the  Highlands  district.  Other  buildings 
designed  by  him  include  Highlands 
Methodist  Church.

This  year  of  drought  in  Alberta  marks 
the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Eastern 
Irrigation  District.  For  the  farmers  who 
live  there  the  anniversary  is  worth 
recognition.  It  means  that  for  the  past 
SO  years  they  have  benefited  from  one 
of  the  most  sophisticated  irrigation 
svstems  in  the  world. 


"Best  in  the  West  by  a  Damsite"  was 
the  slogan  of  the  village  of  Bassano  in 
1911.  In  1985  the  slogan  could  be  applied 
to  the  entire  Eastern  Irrigation  District, 


because  the  EID's  system  of  dams  and 
waterways  has  been  the  basis  of  the 
areas  prosperity. 

The  people  of  the  EID  are  looking 
back  at  the  history  of  their  irrigation 
system  with  pride.  Its  development  is 
marked  with  struggle  after  struggle  as 
their  forefathers  realized  their  dream. 

If  we  could  talk  to  any  of  the  first 
settlers  in  the  area  today,  they  would 
describe  barren  land  producing  only 
clumps  of  sagebrush,  cactus  and  wild 
rose.  No  water  ran  through  the  area.  No 
one  could  have  ever  guessed  what  agri- 
cultural possibilities  it  had. 

The  land  was  then  owned  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  It  had  been 
received  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
as  final  payment  for  building  Canada's 
first  transcontinental  railway.  By  1910 
settlers  were  quickly  flocking  to  the  area, 
full  of  confidence  and  high  hopes  as

they  began  work  on  a  water  delivery 
system. 

By  1914,  water  was  flowing  through 
an  effective  irrigation  system,  only  to 
have  progress  halted  by  a  world  war 
and  an  unmatched  agricultural  reces- 
sion. 

Hopes  plummeted  as  did  the  farmers' 
profits.  Unable  to  keep  up  their  land 
contract  payments  to  the  CPR,  des- 
peration drove  many  settlers  away. 
However,  a  small  nucleus  survived.  In 
search  of  a  solution  to  their  situation, 
they  approached  the  CPR. 

By  then,  the  CPR  was  suffering  heavy 
losses  on  the  project  and  was  very 
relieved  when  the  farmers  agreed  to  take 
responsibility  for  their  own  water  delivery 
system  in  return  for  the  existing  irrigation 
works,  existing  land  contracts,  and  the 
unsold  land  of  the  project.  This  together 
with  $300,000  was  turned  over  to  the 


farmers'  organization,  and  on  May  1, 
1935  the  Eastern  Irrigation  District  came 
into  being. 

The  following  years  brought  stability 
and  other  settlers  to  the  area.  As  the 
irrigation  system  was  being  completed, 
political  struggles  and  other  problems 
arose.  But  the  people's  resolution  and 
belief  in  the  worth  of  a  fully-developed 
irrigation  system  kept  them  working. 
Eventually  they  completed  the  entire 
system  they  had  dreamed  of  years  before. 

Since  then,  financial  assistance  from 
supportive  federal  and  provincial  gov- 
ernments has  kept  the  system  in  good 
repair.  Indeed,  its  sophisticated  tech- 
nology is  unsurpassed  anywhere  in  the 
world  today. 

As  the  people  of  the  EID  look  back 
with  pride,  they  look  forward  with 
responsibility.  They  realize  their  position 
as  one  of  the  most  productive  agricultural

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Refurbished  Canmore  Church 


Built  in  1890,  the  historic  Ralph  Con- 
nor Memorial  United  Church  takes  its 
name  from  its  founder  and  first  minister, 
Charles  W.  Gordon.  Dr.  Gordon  was  a 
Presbyterian  minister  assigned  to  cover 
the  territory  around  Banff.  When  he 
arrived,  Canmore,  a  burgeoning  railway 
divisional  point  and  coal  mining  centre. 


was  without  any  church.  When  he  de- 
parted three  years  later,  the  Canmore 
Presbyterian  Church  had  been  estab- 
lished and  the  present  worship  centre 
built. 


It  was  a  few  years  later,  while  Dr. 
Gordon  was  serving  as  the  minister  of 
St.  Steven's  Church  in  Winnipeg,  that 
his  first  novel  was  published.  Black  Rock 
was  the  first  of  approximately  30  novels 
which  catapulted  Charles  W.  Gordon 
to  international  fame  as  a  literary  figure. 
Many  of  his  novels,  written  under  the 
name  of  Ralph  Connor,  drew  heavily 
from  his  colorful  life  as  a  frontier  mis- 
sionary. 

Charles  W.  Gordon  went  on  to  win 
acclaim  in  a  number  of  fields  of  activity. 
As  a  frontline  chaplain  during  World 
War  I,  as  a  diplomatic  emissary  repre- 
senting the  Allied  Cause  to  the  United 
States,  as  a  labor  mediator,  as  a  champion 
of  women's  rights  and  as  an  active 
proponent  of  the  United  Church  of 
Canada  and  the  League  of  Nations, 
Charles  W.  Gordon  worked  tirelessly 
for  the  unification  of  his  fellow  man. 

However,  his  greatest  love  was  always 
the  Church,  which  he  served  to  his  dying 
day,  and  his  writing  which  kept  him  ever 
in  the  public  eye.  On  October  31,  1937, 
Charles  Gordon  died,  but  through  the 
writings  of  Ralph  Connor  and  the  church 
he  established  in  Canmore,  his  spirit 
lives  on. 

The  church  was  officially  named 
Ralph  Connor  Memorial  United  Church 
on  May  11,  1942,  and  the  Canmore 
congregation  continues  to  work  on 
preserving  it  and  Ralph  Connor's 
memory. 

In  1977,  the  congregation  made  its 
first  submission  to  Alberta  Culture  to 
have  the  sanctuary  named  a  Historic 
Site.  Since  that  time  a  flurry  of  negotiat- 
ing and  building  has  taken  place,  cul- 
minating in  a  refurbished  church. 

On  September  24,  1984,  both  the  old 
and  new  buildings  were  dedicated  in 
the  memory  of  Canmore's  first  minister.

Edmonton: 

The  Edmonton  Heritage  Network  is 
a  loose  federation  of  Edmonton's  heritage 
related  agencies,  organizations  and  clubs, 
both  government  and  private.  The  Net- 
work was  formed  to  provide  a  chance 
for  the  various  organizations  to  meet; 
discuss  their  individual  and  mutual  goals 
and  concerns;  and  to  become  more  aware 
of  each  Qthers'  objectives. 

Representatives  from  each  of  the 
organizations  meet  informally  several 
times  a  year  to  discuss  any  matters  they 
feel  are  important  and  to  learn  more 
about  each  of  the  various  member 
associations  and  their  functions.  For  the 
first  time,  all  organizations  interested  in 
preserving  the  past  in  Edmonton  have  a 
unified  voice  in  matters  pertaining  to 
the  protection  of  the  city's  heritage. 

One  of  the  Network  members,  the 
Wild  Rose  Antique  &  Bottle  Collectors, 
funded  and  co-ordinated  the  publishing 
of  a  directory  of  all  the  Network  organ- 
izations. The  result  is  a  68-page  book 
with  information  on  42  collector  groups, 
government  agencies,  historians, 
museums,  archives,  and  preservationists. 
Included  in  the  book  are  eleven  never- 
before-published  photos  from  a  private 
collection  that  depict  the  development 
of  Edmonton  in  the  1920's.
